Liberation of 5,000 Yankees; 
Conquest of Manila Completed 



(UNITED PRESS VERSION) 
MANILA, Feb. 6 — Three American divisions encircled 
fnnatically rcaiating Japaneso remnants in Manila today, 
completing the liberatlnff of the Philippines and aettins tho 
stage of the next phase of the march on Tokyo. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur officially proclaimed the fall of 
'Manila, capital pf the Philippines and largest city yet libera- 
ted in the Pacific war, and said the motto of his command 
now was : 
"Oil to Tokyo !" 

He said the "complete destruction" of tho doomed enemy 
garrison of Manila was imminent and revealed that another 
1,350 American and allied war prisoners and civilian internees 
hud been freed yesterday with the capture of ancient Bilibid 
prison. 

Other American forces avenging the bitter defeats of 1942 
sealed off Bataan peninsula and were believed preparing for 
an early aasoult on Fort CorrCKidoc in Manila bay, 

"The fall of Manila marks the end of one great phase of the Pacific 
struggle and set the stago tor another," MacArtliur said In a statement 
accompanying his dally comrhunlque. 

(Writing off tho eventual loss of Manila. Japanese propagandists heard 
by tlie PCC snld that the coming of tlie Americans to Manila was "exactly 
wliat our side waited for. and our bleeding tactics will now enter the posi- 
tive stage.") 

STRANGLEHOLD COMPLETED 

The 11th airborne division completed the stranglehold on the buttered 
Japanese garrlsoi!i In Manila by smashmg Into the city from tlio south 
yesterday after an over-night dash ot 3S miles,

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SCIENCE AND THE MANPOWER 
SHORTAGE 
Dr. Evarts A. Grahom, writing In the Satur- 
day Evening Post, haa made a provocative 
contribution to the literature or our current 
manpower problems In an article titled, 
"Have the Armed Services Crippled Medical 
Education?" 

Dr. Graham Is professor of surgery at 
Washington University Medical school In St. 
Louis and past president ol the American 
College of Surgeons. In the lost war he was a 
major In charge of an evacuation hospital. 
In this one he served on a committee which 
surveyed the army's medical needs. 

His article presents two chief Indlctmonla. 
One Is that the armed forces have half the 
nation's doctors, though there was only one 
military death .to every 32 civilian deaths 
from December. 1041, through October, IS44. 

The other is that the armed forces, by 
shortening the hospital training of all young 
specialists today, arc sending Into the service 
a group of medical replacements who haven't 
even a smattering of surgical or other special- 
ized knowledge. 

Dr. Qraham credits surgery at least equally 
with plasma, sulfa drugs, penicillin, and quick 
evacuation of wounded, lor the truly re- 
marlcable saving of American lives In this 
war. He cites statements by Army Surgeon 
Oencrol Kirk to bolster that opinion. But he 
expresses the foar that, if the war continues 
long, there will be a dangerous deterioration 
In the quality of military, and later of civil- 
ian, medicine and surgery. 
, This situation which Dr. Graham deplores 
Is one of the most serious aspects of our man- 
power problems, but It Is not unique. Similar 
vorry Is being expressed In other quarters, 
lor all fields of science are beginning to leel 
the pinch. And though, as Dr. Graham 
points out, other things can be postponed 
vhore treatment of llfe-or-death illness can' 
not, a general dearth of scientists may ham- 
per our postwar recovery. 

It takes four, five or alx years of graduate 
work, perhaps, to make a first-rate specialist 
n chemistry, physics or medicine. Many glft- 
d students of these sciences will not survive 
the war. Those In the service who do may find 
at the war's end that their best years itor 
study are gone, and that time and added 
obligations have made the resumption of 
study difficult or Impossible. 

This seems a minor tragedy of war, but It 
may become Important. Ago and mortality 
will continue to take their toll of civilian sci- 
entists as the war drags on. If It continues 
for two or three years, wo might find the good 
health and technical progress necessary to 
full employment blocked by a serious deficit 
of doctors, researchers, engineers, and so on. 

Perhaps It- might be wise If the army and 
navy would re-examine Its etudents-ln- 
unlform and Its manpower needs, and give 
further educational deferments to the com^ 
paratlve handful of brilliant students so that 
,hey might become our first line of sclcn. 
title reserves. '

Gen. Joseph W. Stllwell's appointment as 
commander of the army ground forces was.by 
no means a consolation prize. But It came at 
propitious time, on the heels of the Lcdo 
road's opening and the re-establishment of a

For if any one man can bo 
iglven credit for the Ledo road, it Is General 
StilwcU. 

His rugged. Insistently optimistic leader- 
jshlp eventually made the road's construction 
jposslble against a bristling hedge of dilflcul- 
Itles. Bolstering these qualities were a deep 

knowledge of China — her people, her prob- 
jlems and her terrain; a knowledge of the Jap

I Such knowledge makes him on Ideal choice 
;to train the troops In this country for the 
, fight ahead. The training he can Impart 
{should make our final light against the Japa- 
nesie somewhat less ardous. So we may count 
It fortunate that a delicate situation In China 
made his recall advisable. 

"Uncle Joe" StUwell made no l-shall-retum 
promise when ho left China. But It would not 
be aarprlslng If the closing days of the war 
In the far east should find him In the field, 
helping to deliver the f inal blow.

The American Farm Bureau federation, 
through its associated women branch, has Just told 
a congre.$slonal postwar economic poUby committee 
that 69 per cent ot American farm inmes are still 
without bathtubs. 

la tJiat all Only IS per cent of such homes 
have retrlgcrators. Not less than 62 per cent ot them 
have no running water. In 69 per cent ot them there 
re no electric lights. Tno-filths ot them, strange ai 
seems to urban dwellers, are still without the com- 
on convenience of a radio. 

Unless tlio present farm prosperity, a direct result 
war-ond therefore to some extent illusory, is too 
unevenly distributed, there should bo some ameliora- 
tion ot this obviously unsatisfactory condlUon of rural 
living In tho early postwar period. As long as zucli 
a situation prevails, no Amedcan can honestly say that 
the domeatic market tor American Industry is 
saturated. 

Its rapid Improvement once the war ends' might 
Ttcll be regorded not- only as an undeveloped oppor- 
tumty tor American business enterprise but as a 
challenge to all those concerned with tho bettemient 
■ Boclal and economic life In this coimlty. Certainly 
one sliould feel comfortable In the presence of such

The new standard 
ment on any postwar public 
BUthorlutlon bills passed by 
gress Is the number ot Jobs they 
win create. The accepted standards 
have heretofore 
been merely tlie 
dollar value, but 
that Is no longer 
adequate. 

In the last 
slon of congress 
two major public 
works authoriza- 
tion bills were, 
passed— tho first, 
a throe billion 
dollar public roads 
construction bill, 
second a bill Ion 
dollar flood control and reclamation 
bill Including n start of the Missouri 
river valley development plan. A 
third bin, authorizing 300 million 
dollars' worth of postwar rivers and 
harbors Improvement, was held over 
tor tho present cession of congress; 

But even three billion doUora' 
worth ot construction sounds like a 
lot If judged by pre-war Ideas until 
It Is translated mto man-years ot 
work to see how many Jobs will be 
provided and how much more ou- 
thorlilng and appropriating congress 
will have to do to achieve this 
mvthlcal lull employment and " 
million postwar Jobs. 

Tlie number of Jobs provided will 
of course depend on what the stand- 
ards of pay will be. Wage rates or. 
construction Jobs have soared during 
the war and overtime has made the 
labor costs eat up a larger propor- 
tion of the total outlay on any 
building project. Engineers do not 
believe these high wage rates will 
prevail on postwar Jobs, so as a basis 
estimates they go back to 
IBIO nnd 10*1 employment figures, 
assuming there will be a return to 
those levels. 

First take tlie public roads bill, 
providing authorlzstlon tor a bil- 
lion dollars' wortli of construction 
year tor Uiree years, halt of the 
money to come from federal, the 
other half from matchhig state or 
local government appropriation. 

The bureau ot public roads In the . 
federal works agency estimates that< 
for every 100 million dollars spent 
there will be 10,350 man-years ot 
-rork provided at the site and 43.130 
lan-years ot Indirect work provided 
ott the site in bulldmg road mochln- 
maklng cement, quarrying 
stone, and so on. For one billion 
dollars that would mean only 617,700 
man-yeara ot work pcovlded — for 
three yean. 

Now take the Hood control bill, 
which breaks down a Uttla differ- 
ently and Isn't quite so easy to figure 
In clear-cut Jobs. Two hundred mil- 
lion dollars of the total authorlicd 
for postwar flood eontrol goes

Army enghieers figure that on tho 
average ot their Jobs, about 40 per 
cent ot tho total goes into labor 
costs, 3S to iO per cent for materials, 
20 to S5 per cent for Indirect cost In 
design, equipment and such things. 
Forty per cent of the B50 mlUlon 
would be 3B0 million dollars for 
wages. Figuring construction labor 
at BO cents on hour, IBO per month 
or ISBO a year— the prewar average 
—this would divide out to a total 
of only 300,000 man-years ot work 
to bo done. Say it Urok three years 
to complete all Jobs. That would 
average only 133.000 Jobs a year, 

A:jd all these varying nnd ad- 
mittedly rough eatltnates and you 
see that congress has thus far pro- 
vided tor less than a million Jobs 
tor three years. The bad news of 
■hat U that three bllUon doUara" 
■orlh of oulhorliatlon won't begin 
to Uke up the slack If pubUc works 
are expected to cotltrlbute anything 
substantial towards relieving post- 
war unemploj-ment.
